COMMERCIAL VEGETABLE 
SUMMARY. 

Production of the principal com. , 
mercial vegetable crops harvested 
in Mississippi during 1960 were 
valued at $2,417,000. Crops in- 
cluded are snap beans, cabbage, 
cucumbers, green peppers, spin- 
ach, tomatoes, and watermelons. 
These crops were harvested from 
an estimated 22,900 arces in 
1960.

The Gulf South has a pattern of growth, however, which continually 


makes it necessary for United Gas to provide more "cloth"- 


or more natural gas -to meet the gas requirements of the area.
